It is respectfully requested that this petition to accept late payment of the maintenance fee 
because the delay was unavoidable be granted in that, based on the following facts, reasonable 
care was taken to ensure that the maintenance fee would be timely paid. 

Attached is a Declaration by Laurence Liot (hereinafter the Liot Declaration) setting forth the 
facts and circumstances surrounding an unavoidable error that led to the non-payment of the 
second maintenance fee for U.S. Patent No. 5,927,543 (hereinafter the '543 patent). 

The fact that the second (8 th year) U.S. maintenance fees had not been paid for the '543 patent 
did not come to the patent owner's attention until December 2010, when the patent owner 
attempted to pay the 12th year maintenance fee. There was no intention of the patent owner not 
to pay the fee and the patent owner had authorized payment thereof. In particular, the 8 th year 
maintenance fee was to have been paid by ACUMASS, a company specializing in maintenance 
fee payments, but ACUMASS did not pay the fee as instructed. The following circumstances 
present unavoidable delay. 

On October 18, 2006, a reminder letter that the maintenance fee was due was sent by Cabinet 
Beau de Lomenie (hereinafter Cabinet Beau) to its client, SESAME. Liot Declaration, 9. 
SESAME responded on November 8, 2006 returning the original letter and checking the box "A 
Payer" to authorize payment. Id The returned letter also included the payment of 1845,43 EUR. 
Id. Confirmation of the instructions to pay the maintenance fee was acknowledged in a letter to 
SESAME on November 9, 2006. Id 

In accordance with established procedures with ACUMASS, all patents or patent applications 
having the same month for payment are presented in a batch listing prepared by Cabinet Beau. 
Liot Declaration, 10. A list was prepared on October 16, 2006 for January 2007 (note title 
"Echeance 01-2007"). Id The '543 patent is listed under account "1H909070" for SESAME. 
Further, in accordance with ACUMASS' s protocol, instructions to pay fees for the patents listed 
in the batch listing could not have been presented to ACUMASS before December 7, 2006. Id. 

Cabinet Beau's computer system showed that the instructions to pay were received on November 
8, 2006 ("Instruction"), that payment was ordered on December 7, 2006 ("Ordre paiemt"), and 
that payment was authorized to be paid on November 9, 2006 ("Realisation"). Id. 


Payeur Annuites : 1H309070 - SESAME - Brevet Non Auto. 
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Cabinet Beau maintained an internal control journal in which handwritten notations were entered 
after each patent or application for which fees were due for January 2007. Through a clerical 
error, a notation "attente" or pending was entered for the '543 patent even though instructions 
had been received to pay the maintenance fee. A listing for ACUMASS was prepared which 



parroted the journal notation entries and sent to ACUMASS. Liot Declaration, ^ 1 1. Since the 
notation for the '543 patent was "attente", ACUMASS understood the notation as an instruction 
not to pay the fee. 

A "Maintenance Fee Reminder Notice" from the USPTO dated February 14, 2007 was 
forwarded to Cabinet Beau by law firm Miles & Stockbridge, PC (subsequent to the issuance of 
the '543 patent, the original law firm prosecuting the patent, Kerkam, Stowell, Kondracki and 
Clarke, had been merged with Miles & Stockbridge, PC) with a hand-written notation that the 
client assumed responsibility for payment of the maintenance fee ("mf ') as "per client fax of 
1 1/17/06." Liot Declaration, Exhibit 6. Cabinet Beau erroneously processed the reminder as an 
"official quittance," i.e., a notice from the USPTO that the maintenance fee had been paid. 
Accordingly, the '543 patent was not listed on the batch list of "quittances non recues," that is, 
fees to be paid. Instead, the '543 patent was not listed. Liot Declaration, ]flf 13 and 14. 
Accordingly, Cabinet Beau's computer records did not show that the fee had not been paid. 

In December 2010, when the third maintenance fee was to be paid, Cabinet Beau was informed 
that the '543 patent had expired for non-payment of the second maintenance fee. Liot 
Declaration, fflf 3-6. 

It is believed that the foregoing facts establish unavoidable delay and that reasonable care was 
exercised in order to ensure payment. It is respectfully requested that the USPTO accept delayed 
payment of the second maintenance fee and reinstate the '543 patent.

DECLARATION BY LAURENCE HOT 

I, LAURENCE LIOT, declare and state as follows: 

1 . I am currently employed by Cabinet Beau de Lomdnie as the Intellectual Property 
Annuity Department Manager. I have been employed at Cabinet Beau de Lomenie for 19 years, 
and in my position for 1 1 years. Cabinet Beau de Lomenie is a French law firm located in Lille, 
France. When requested by our clients, Cabinet Beau de Lomdnie is responsible for payment of 
annuity and maintenance fees, I am responsible for monitoring annuity payments for French and 
other foreign patents including maintenance fee payments for U.S. patents for clients of Cabinet 
Beau de Lomenie. 

2. I am a French citizen, but I can read and understand English. 

3. In or about October 2010, my Department prepared a batch list of patents for 
which maintenance or annuity fees were due in January 2011. The batch list included U.S.

Patent No. 5,927,543 (the "543 patent). In early December 2010, the batch list was sent to the 
annuity company, ACUMASS, which Cabinet Beau de Lome'nie uses to pay maintenance and 
annuity fees for some of its patent portfolio. 

4. On December 16, 2010, ACUMASS notified my Department that the above- 
identified patent had expired. Exhibit 1 . 

5. After being notified that the patent had expired, my Department searched for the 
"official quittance", the notice we should have received from ACUMASS after the second 
maintenance fee had bee paid. 

6. Our search revealed that a "Maintenance Fee Reminder Notice" from the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office (hereinafter the USPTO) forwarded to us from our U.S. attorneys, 
Miles and Stockbridge, PC, had been processed through a clerical error as the "official 
quittance," that is as official notice from the USPTO that the maintenance fee had been paid by 
ACUMASS. 

7. The Cabinet Beau de Lomenie system and procedures for monitoring maintenance 
fee and annuity fee payments has two security levels. 

8. The first level is before the payment of the fee. Reminders are sent to the client 
that a fee is due requesting instructions as to whether to pay or not pay the fee. When 
instructions are received, they are docketed. If the instructions are to pay, the fee is either paid 
directly or through an annuity service company. 

9. With respect to the '543 patent, a reminder was sent to the client, SESAME on 
October 18, 2006. Exhibit 2 . Instructions to pay the maintenance fee were received on 
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U.S. Patent No. 5,927,543 
Liot Declaration 

November 8, 2006. My department acknowledged receipt of the instructions on November 9, 
2006. Exhibit 3 . The fee was to be paid though ACUMASS in accordance with protocol 
established by ACUMASS. 

10. The ACUMASS protocol requires that all patents or patent applications having 
the same month for payment are presented in a batch listing prepared by Cabinet Beau de 
Lomenie. A list was prepared on October 16, 2006 for January 2007 (note title "Echeance 01- 
2007"). Exhibit 4 is the batch listing prepared from computer data. The '543 patent is listed 
under account "1H909070" for SESAME. Further, in accordance with ACUMASS's protocol, 
instructions to pay fees for the patents listed in the batch listing could not have been presented to 
ACUMASS before December 7, 2006. 

11. Our computer system showed that the instructions to pay were received on 
November 8, 2006 ("Instruction"), that payment was ordered on December 7, 2006 ("Ordre 
paiemt"), and that payment was authorized to be paid on November 9, 2006 ("Realisation").

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Exhibit 5 is the Cabinet Beau de Lomenie internal control journal. It listed the status of the '543 
patent as "attente" or pending. It was from this document that a listing of applications and 
patents to pay annuities and maintenance fees was prepared on December 5, 2006 and sent to 
ACUMASS for January 2007 (the date at bottom of page is December 5, 2006 ["05/12/2006"]). 
The listing sent to ACUMASS is attached as Exhibit 6 . A comparison of Exhibit 4 (batch listing

dated October 16, 2006 ["16/10/2006"]) to Exhibit 5 shows that, through a clerical error, the 
internal control journal was not updated to indicate that the instruction to pay the maintenance 
fee had been confirmed on November 9, 2006 (see Exhibit 3). Therefore, because of the error, 
the listing sent to ACUMASS on December 7, 2006 did not include an authorization for 
ACUMASS to pay the maintenance fee for the '543 patent. 

12. The second security level is entering "official quittance", i.e., entering into 
Cabinet Beau de Lomdnie's computer system data from a document showing that the 
maintenance or annuity has been paid. It was with respect to the second level that a second error 
occurred. 

13 In or about early March 2007, Cabinet Beau received the "Maintenance Fee 
Reminder Notice" dated February 14, 2007 from our U.S. attorney. Exhibit 7 . 

14. The "Maintenance Fee Reminder Notice" was erroneously docketed as the 
"official quittance" by the clerical staff in my Department. Exhibit 8 is a computer printout 
dated June 12, 2007 ("12/6/2007") is a listing patents for which fees had not been or were not to 
be paid. If the maintenance fee for the '543 patent had not been paid, then it would have 
appeared on the batch listing. The '543 patent was not listed, so we were not alerted that the 
maintenance fee had not been paid. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
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U.S. Patent No. 5,927,543 
Liot Declaration 

punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States 
Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the patent to which this 
declaration is directed.
